The local flam<? flgbtert re- 
sponded in short order, but upon ar- 
riving at tbe scene of the fire found 
the building nearly burned to tbe 
ground. Tbe flremen conflned their 
chief efforts to preventing tbe 
spread of the fire to other nearby 
buildings.
